A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 
Missou rians will have an opportu nity to vote on 
two constitu tional q u estions that won approval 
from 
the 
recently-adjou rned Seventy-fou rth 
General Assembly. The q u estions to be su bmitted 
to M issou rians, either at a special election or at 
the next regu lar election, deal with lowering the 
plu ralities req u ired for general obligation bond 
issu es and a method of su ccession in the event 
of the death of a Missou ri governor. 
The constitu tional amendment on lowering ap­ 
proval lim its for general obligation bond issu es 
came prim arily from influ ence exerted by the 
state’s 
schools and 
mu nicipalities in Mis­ 
sou ri’s metropolitan areas. The state’s school 
leaders have long sou ght a redu ction in 
the 
presen t two-thirds voting req u irement for bu ild­ 
ing improvements, stating that the present re ­ 
q u irement oftentimes su bjected districts to su b­ 
mit a bond issu e on more than one occasion 
to gain voter approval. 
Some mu nicipalities, 
particu larly those in the big-city areas, have 
also experienced difficu lty in gaining voter ap­ 
proval for needed improvements, su ch as street 
program s and water systems. 
The present req u irement of a two-thirds plu rality 
has been with Missou ri for a long tim e, dating 
back to the last centu ry. It has served the state, 
perhaps not always well, du ring its period of 
greatest school growth, du ring a period of time 
in which more classroom s were bu ilt between 
19 50 and 19 60 than had been bu ilt in the previou s 
50 years. 
All of this was done u nder the two- 
thirds req u irement. 
The presen t pressu re to lower this lim it 
is 
the resu lt of voter relu ctance in some parts of 
the state to assess themselves for improvements 
which may have been dou btfu l or at least m ar­ 
ginal. 
Strangely enou gh, when bond issu es are 
thorou ghly explained and when the need 
is 
obviou s to voters, there has been little 
re ­ 
lu ctance to vote the necessary tax levies. 
Governor Hearnes has recommended a lowering 
of the two-thirds level, probably as the resu lt 
of school and metropolitan pressu re and per­ 
haps even from a feeling that the present limit is 
too high. 
We cannot q u arrel with his views, 
even thou gh we do not share them. 
We do not favor lowering the traditional two- 
thirds level, despite the convenience it might 
offer when needed city or school improvements 
come along. 
There have been tim es when, 
hoping a bond issu e cou ld gain voter approval, 
we have wished to see the limit lowered to 
60 per cent, or even 50 per cent. Bu t, in each 
instance of defeat, it was obviou s that voters 
were not thorou ghly informed or the need had 
not been su fficiently proved. 
We do not believe the failu re of taxing au ­ 
thorities to ou tline capital improvement pro­ 
gram s, or the failu re of officials to prove the 
need shou ld be overcome by lowering the bond 
lim its. 
We believe those who tax have an ob­ 
ligation to explain and to prove their needs. 
The presen t two-thirds margin req u ires this of 
them, and we see no valid reason for changing 
it at this date. 
When the amendment is su bmitted to the voters, 
we expect to feel the same way.

While there were many who appreciated the shrubbery on his 
chin, his superior officer did not. In fact, he ordered indignant 
Gregory to shave it off. 
“ I won't do it," he protested. "I'v e grown accustomed to 
my face." 
The result? 
Gregory was fired for insubordination, for r e ­ 
fusing to obey an order of his superior. Losing no tim e, G re­ 
gory challenged the order and demanded the return of his job 
in court. 
In defense of the ouster, his superior told the judge: 
"When a relatively young person w ears a beard, he's iden­ 
tified with beatnikism and that's the worse thing a probation 
officer can be identified with." 
"On the contrary," Wig the answer. "W earin g a beard can be 
a symbol of the ‘Jehovah image' of a stern father and that's 
good.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you give bearded Gregory 
back his job? 
Tnis is how the judge ruled: Yes! The judge held that a beard 
is a personal embellishment and an intelligent w earer of one 
no doubt regards it as an improvement to his appearance.

hostility overcome by proper 
health care 24/22-1/2

Women’s Medical News Service 
Give people the health care they 
need in a way they understand and 
find acceptable and you can over­ 
come racial hostility, language 
barriers, the Inertia and hope­ 
lessness of poverty. This is the 
conclusion of Dr. Martin L. Stone, 
director of obstetrics and gyne­ 
cology at the New York Medical 
College - Metropolitan Hospital 
Center in New York city, as he 
assessed the growth and develop­ 
ment of one of the nation’s most 
successful family planning pro­ 
grams. 
Located in Spanish Harlem, the 
municipal hospital serves a pop­ 
ulation with little education, with 
few job opportunities. This pop- 
ulatlon has the highest newborn 


mortality rate In the city, the 
highest prematurity incidence, 
the 
highest out - of - wedlock, 
births, the second highest inci­ 
dence of late or no prenatal care, 
and an infant mortality rate two 
to four times higher than the 
country as a whole. 
Until three years ago, Dr. Stone 
told Women’s Medical Newsser­ 
vice at a medical meeting here, 
birth 
control 
education 
and 
availability had been largely ab­ 
sent. 
Now the clinic serves over 6,- 
000 women a year. 
They flock 
to the sessions, which are held 
five mornings a week. Were funds 
and staff available, Dr. Stone 
said, there would be night 
and 
weekend clinics to serve work­ 
ing women. 
REASONS 
FOR 
SUCCESS 
A major reason for the success 
of the program, according to the 
physician, is that the hospital 
really wants it to be a success. 
Services are not offered in a 
mechanical, routine way; 
they 
are offered with enthusiasm and 
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A senior physician, Dr. Eliza­ 
beth Connell, is in charge of the 
clinic, giving it an Importance 
that is not lost on doctors, nurs­ 
es, aides, clerks, secretaries and 
others who come Into contact 
with patients. 
The latter are 
treated with the courtesy usually 
extended only to private patients. 
The entire administrative staff 
speak » 
Spanish 
as well 
as 
English, a necessity where H e 
population is largely Spanlsh- 
speaklng. Specially trained aides 
interview all patients initially, 
taking their medical and social 
history, and from the initial vis­ 
it on the same aide sees the pa­ 
tient so that rapport develops 
between them. These aides come 
from the community and so are 
thorou#ily familiar with tl * cul­

round, and hig h quality sirloin

Choose a cut that is fairly reg ­ 
ular in shape. This will help keep 
the spit rotating ev enly , and will 
result in ev enly cooke<i meat. Al­ 
so, be sure to mount the roast 
securely on the spit so It does 
not slip as the spit turns. 
Count on 1/2 to 3 /4 pound of meat 
per serv ing If y our roast is bone­ 
less. With bone in the cut, allow 
a pound of meat per serv ing . It 
mig ht be wise, since eating out of 
doors is conduciv e to hearty ap­ 
petites,

Cooking time will depend on 
sev eral factors -- the size and 
shape of the meat, the tempera- 
tues of both the meat and of the 
fire, the deg ree of doneness de­ 
sired, ev en the wind.

On the subject of an Inferior­ 
ity complex, i am jcjrtato of pj 
thing. Every person preslirT o- 
day 
has 
one, including the 
preacher. But there are two kinds 
of 
Inferiority Complexes — a 
good one and a bad one — and 
there may be “ in betweens" — 
mixtures, cross fertilizations. 
A 
good Inferiority complex 
may be a good thing to have. The 
other name for a good Inferior­ 
ity Complex is 
modesty — in 
honor 
preferring another — 
sincere humility. 
A bad Inferiority Complex, on 
the other hand is definitely bad 
news. It is the thing that makes 
you wonder if you goofed when you 
should be wondering if you hurt 
someone's feelings. It is the thing 
which makes you afraid to accent 
responsibilities when you have all 
the qualifications for discharg­ 
ing them. It is that little grem­ 
lin which prompts you to put your 
worst foot forward. 
And so I say — an Inferiority 
Complex can be good or it can 
be bad — and I suppose either 
can be streaked with the other. 
We call it a blight on person­ 
ality only because those having 
an Inferiority Complex are not 
ordinarily as happy as they might 
be. They are usually tense, with 
so 
much more drive than the 
average person that they are hard 
to keep up with. 
Isn’t it interesting to know that 
the really Inferior people of this 
world — the idiots, imbeciles, 
morons, 
dullards — 
never 
experience an inferiority com­ 
plex? This is a luxury reserved 
for superior people only. 
Over a century ago the great 
Psychologist, Dr. Alfred Adler, 
described the Inferiority Com­ 
plex as 
associated with those 
who believed they had anorganic 
or body deficiency. 
In 
later 
years, with the development of 
Psychology as 
a 
humanistic 
science, it has come to be ap­ 
plied to all emotional, 
mental, 
and personality defic iencies. But 
Dr. Adler made the point, which 
is widely accepted today, that 
such a person devotes his life to 
COMPENSATING for his attitude 
of inferiority. 
That is — 
he 
strives in one way or another to 
make up for his deficiency, real 
or Imagined. 
Napoleon, small 
in stature, feeling 
inferior to 
the nobles, conquered them and 
married the daughter of an Em­ 
peror. 
The whole living pattern of the 
person with an Inferiority Com­ 
plex is centered in his secretly 
held conviction 
that he is in­ 
ferior to other people 
in one 
way or another, a fact they must 
never find out; and, his striving 
to make up for imagined or real 
shortcomings affects his work, 
the way he dresses, the friends 
lie 
selects, the 
nature of his 
dreams, his 
hero worship, the 
quality of his voice, and 1*7,000 
other traits said to compriee the 
human personality. 
Whenever the strands of per­ 
sonality are woven into a web 


of inferiority attitudes w*e have 
an inferiority complex. Really, 
this is a widespread disease. The 
number of people who suffer from 
this ■ problem is 
tremendous. 
fh£ 
most unsuspected 
and unsuspecting people have it. 
I am standing here now looking 
over a congregation, and a lot 
of you have it. 
You are sitting 
there looking up at me as though 
you had all the poise and power 
in the world. 
But behind that 
im penetrable and sophisticated 
countenance may be a shrinking, 
defeated, pathetic, unhappy per­ 
sonality — scared to death of the 
responsbllitles of life. And here 
I am facing you every Sunday 
scared stiff. Never a Sunday that 
I do not face this 
task with 
fear and trembling. 
But that is not the Inferiority 
Complex 
I want to talk about 
today. I am talking about a bad 
Inferiority 
Complex which in­ 
variably compensates for itself 
by developing feelings of false 
superiority. 
And right there is 
the springboard for much of the 
trouble among people — to com­ 
pensate for an Inferiority Com­ 
plex 
the average person as­ 
sumes 
ft false or feigned su­ 
periority. 
The flense of frustration within 
parades itself as an attitude of 
superiority without. 
A 
hard- 
boiled exterior is built to house 
an inner 
sensitivity. To com­ 
pensate for his inferiority one 
deliberately assume the attitude 
that everyone and 
everything 
around 
him is 
beneath him. A 
man went to see a psychiatrist 
and was heard to say; “ I can’t 
help it, Doctor, I keep thinking 
my Inferiority Complex is big­ 
ger and 
better than anybody 
else’s." 
Here is that attitude. 
I do not 
have looks, I am not attractive— 
so I will compensate 
for my 
deficiency by finding 
fault with 
and remaining aloof from those 
who do. I do not have money — 
so I will compensate by calling 
those who do have it dishonest and 
conniving. I do not have an edu­ 
cation — so I will compensate 
by calling those who do have it — 
smart alecks with more book- 
sense than 
commonsense. 
I 
have not been able to 
Impress 
people with my leadership abil­ 
ity — so I will compensate by 
finding fault with those who do. 
I didn’t realize my ambition to 
become a doctor, lawyer, mis­ 
sionary, 
succcessful busi­ 
ness person — so I will com­ 
pensate 
by 
doing everything I 
can to undermine those who did. 
I 
do not command the attention 
I crave — so I will compensate 
by sulking and pouting or “ mak­ 
ing trouble." I am not as reli­ 
gious as I 
ought to be. 
I 
not love people as I should ,

There is one cure — one real 
solution to an Inferiority Com­ 
plex. 
A religious cure, a re­ 
ligious solution and sometimes 
it must be 
ministered rather 
drastically. And, if the disease 
persists long enough, life usually 
gets around to using that dras­ 
tic measure. Sometimes it takes 
a 
psychological shock treat­ 
ment to cut a man down to size, 
to deflate his ego, to turn him 
away from 
himself, from 
his 
sins. 
But a mere shock is not enough. 
It would only cause him to hold 
his ego more tightly, to 
nurse 
his wounds in self - pity. 
It 
must be a kind of shock, acci­ 
dent, sickness, 
disappointment, 
or loss that will send him running 
away from himself to seek God’s 
healing not in self - pity but in 
self - investment. 
Many of us can witness to these 
psychological shock treatments. 
The real 
test is — where they 
send us when they come — back 
into our shell to sulk, to sour, to 
lick our wounds in self-pity, re­ 
sentment, bitterness. 
Never make fun of people who 
run to God in trouble. 
Where 
else 
should they go? 
It took a 
soul - shaking 
to change 
a 
proud, arrogant Jew, namedSaul, 
into an obedient, self - confident 
servant of Christ, named Paul. It 
may take a “ soul - shaking" to 
send you to Christ. But, please 
God, save us from this neces­ 
sity, and save us from waiting 
until it happens to learn our les­ 
son. 
There is a better alternative 
which does not remove the possi­ 
bility and eventuality of shocks 
to the soul, but when they do come, 
this cure can act as a 
“ shock 
absorber," a 
cushion to soften 
and given redemptive meaning to 
the blow. That alternative is; Get 
and 
keep a sense of the pres­ 
ence of Jesus 
Christ — not 
only as a present cure, but as a 
future 
preventive — innocu- 
lation.

HUSBAND'S TENDERNESS

husband's love and under­ 
standing can help a woman over­ 
come the inevitable fear, anxiety 
and depression that 
follow re ­ 
moval of a cancerous breast. 
This is the view of surgeon Dr. 
Clinton V. Ervin, Jr., who told 
physicians attending a recent 
medical meeting here that 
he 
discusses with her husband the 
emotional problems a woman is 
likely to experience while she is 
still hospitalized, andenliststhe 
husband in her therapy. 
Dr. Ervin teaches the husband 
how to massage his wife’s arm, 
since edema is often a problem 
following 
this operation. More 
important than the relief mas­ 
saging brings, according to the 
physician, is the fact that 
it 
brings the two close together 
physically allowing the husband 
to become accustomed to the 
wife’s ‘deformity.’ 
“ It is difficult to touch a wom­ 
an without loving her," Dr. Ervin 
believes, “ or love her without 
touching her." 
If the wife will 
not let her husband 
massage 
her arm , or If he is 
reluctant 
to, then there is trouble in the 
marriage.

appetizer of fried cater­ 
pillars followed by a

COMMON SENSE ENSURES 
HEALTHIER VACATIONS 
A good strong dose of common 
sense, plus the usual shots, plus a 
small travelling medical kit can 
do much to ensure that the trip 
abroad will be trouble free. So 
believes Kevin M. Cahill, M.D , 
Director of the Tropical Disease 
Center at St. Clare's Hospital. 
Among the commonsense rules; 
Wherever water is not known to 
be safe drink only hot coffee or 
tea, or boil water with a portable 
immersion 
heater, 
or drop 
halazone or 
globaline 
tablets 
in proper 
proportion in cool 
water. Avoid bottled soft drinks 


since these can be re - bottled 
under unsafe 
sanitary condi­ 
tions -- and the saccharine or 
sugar make excellent mediums 
for bacterial growth. 
Bottled 
beer or bottled water are safe 
so long as the seal is unbroken, 
Dr. Cahill told Women’s Medi­ 
cal News Service. 
Avoid salads where sanitation 
is poor and eat only those 
raw 
fruits that can be peeled. 
An all - purpose medical 
kit 
might include an anti-diarrheal; 
a 
topical antiseptic, 
aspirin, 
insect repellent, remedies such 
as Dramannne for motion sick­ 
ness and a pocket - size first - 
aid book.

Fatalities along the Interstate have averaged 2.8 
per 100 million vehicle miles of travel compared 
with a 9.7 rate for older roads. 
Now, the economic benefits. 
The system will 
yield benefits equivalent to at least $11 billion 
annually consisting of lower vehicular operating 
costs, reduced accident costs, lowered driving 
time and in other less tangible gains in modernized 
travel. 
Although the sharply increased costs of construc­ 
tion are less satisfying it is true that the pre­ 
ponderant part of rise is the result of system im­ 
provements that were not included in original 
cost estimates.

A fourth of this increase can be 
attributed to ballooning construction costs. 
The lesson for Missouri:

A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 
Missourians will have an opportunity to vote on 
two constitutional questions that won approval 
from 
the 
recently-adjourned Seventy-fourth 
General Assembly. The questions to be submitted 
to Missourians, either at a special election or at 
the next regular election, deal with lowering the 
pluralities required for general obligation bond 
issues and a method of succession in the event 
of the death of a Missouri governor. 
The constitutional amendment on lowering ap­ 
proval limits for general obligation bond issues 
came primarily from influence exerted by the 
state’s 
schools and 
municipalities in Mis­ 
souri’s metropolitan areas. The state’s school 
leaders have long sought a reduction in 
the 
present two-thirds voting requirement for build­ 
ing improvements, stating that the present re­ 
quirement oftentimes subjected districts to sub­ 
mit a bond issue on more than one occasion 
to gain voter approval. 
Some municipalities, 
particularly those in the big-city areas, have 
also experienced difficulty in gaining voter ap­ 
proval for needed improvements, such as street 
programs and water systems. 
The present requirement of a two-thirds plurality 
has been with Missouri for a long time, dating 
back to the last century. It has served the state, 
perhaps not always well, during its period 
of 
greatest school growth, during a period of time 
in which more classrooms were built between 
1950 and 1960 than had been built in the previous 
50 years. 
All of this was done under the two- 
thirds requirement. 
The present pressure to lower this limit 
is 
the result of voter reluctance in some parts of 
the state to assess themselves for improvements 
which may have been doubtful or at least mar­ 
ginal. 
Strangely enough, when bond issues are 
thoroughly explained and when the need 
is 
obvious to voters, there has been little 
re­ 
luctance to vote the necessary tax levies. 
Governor Hearnes has recommended a lowering 
of the two-thirds level, probably as the result 
of school and metropolitan pressure and per­ 
haps even from a feeling that the present limit is 
too high. 
We cannot quarrel with his views, 
even though we do not share them. 
We do not favor lowering the traditional two- 
thirds level, despite the convenience it might 
offer when needed city or school improvements 
come along. 
There have been times when, 
hoping a bond issue could gain voter approval, 
we have wished to see the limit lowered to 
60 per cent, or even 50 per cent. But, in each 
instance of defeat, it was obvious that voters 
were not thoroughly informed or the need had 
not been sufficiently proved. 
We do not believe the failure of taxing au­ 
thorities to outline capital improvement pro­ 
grams, or the failure of officials to prove the 
need should be overcome by lowering the bond 
limits. 
We believe those who tax have an ob­ 
ligation to explain and to prove their needs. 
The present two-thirds margin requires this of 
them, and we see no valid reason for changing 
it at this date. 
When the amendment is submitted to the voters, 
we expect to feel the same way.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Most Americans are inclined 
property and human values in 
pigeon holes. 
They cannot be separated. 
Nothing illustrates this better than the nation’s 
interstate highway system. 
Costs of the system have ballooned under 
in­ 
flationary pressures. 
The economic benefits are obvious. The human 
windfall less so. 
The Bureau of Public Roads estimates that the 
Interstate System already has cut the annual traffic 
fatality toll by 4,000 and projects a saving of 
8,000 lives annually when all 41,000 miles are in 
use. 
Fatalities along the Interstate have averaged 2.8 
per IOO million vehicle miles of travel compared 
with a 9.7 rate for older roads. 
Now, the economic benefits. 
The system will 
yield benefits equivalent to at least $11 billion 
annually consisting of lower vehicular operating 
costs, reduced accident costs, lowered driving 
time and in other less tangible gains in modernized 
travel. 
Although the sharply increased costs of construc­ 
tion are less satisfying it is true that the pre­ 
ponderant part of rise is the result of system im­ 
provements that were not included in original 
cost estim ates. 
These 
improvements con­ 
t r i b u t e 
to 
the 
saving 
of h u m a n life 
and property as well as add to the joy of inter­ 
state travel. They cannot properly be measured 
in dollars alone. 
Combined federal-state outlays on the interstate 
system totaled less than $2 billion during the first 
postwar decade period. 
Outlays in the decade 
since 1956 amount to $29 billion. 
Of the 41,000 miles of highway that ultimately 
will make up the system, 24,000 now are open to 
traffic and work is underway on another 15,500 
miles.

A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 
Missourians will have an opportunity to vote on 
two constitutional questions that won approval 
from 
the 
recently-adjourned Se\enty-fourth 
General Assembly. The questions to be submitted 
to Missourians, either at a special election or at 
the next regular election, deal with lowering the 
pluralities required for general obligation bond 
issues and a method of succession in the event 
of the death of a Missouri governor. 
The constitutional amendment on lowering ap­ 
proval limits for general obligation bond issues 
came primarily from influence exerted by the 
state’s 
schools and 
municipalities in Mis­ 
souri’s metropolitan areas. The state’s school 
leaders have long sought a reduction in 
the 
present two-thirds voting requirement for build­ 
ing improvements, stating that the present re­ 
quirement oftentimes subjected districts to sub­ 
mit a bond issue on more than one occasion 
to gain voter approval. 
Some municipalities, 
particularly those in the big-city areas, have 
also experienced difficulty in gaining voter ap­ 
proval for needed improvements, such as street 
programs and water systems. 
The present requirement of a two-thirds plurality 
has been with Missouri for a long time, dating 
back to the last century. It has served the state, 
perhaps not always well, during its period 
of 
greatest school growth, during a period of time 
in which more classrooms were built between 
1950 and 1960 than had been built in the previous 
50 years. 
All of this was done under the two- 
thirds requirement. 
The present pressure to lower this limit 
is 
the result of voter reluctance in some parts of 
the state to assess themselves for improvements 
which may have been doubtful or at least mar­ 
ginal. 
Strangely enough, when bond issues are 
thoroughly explained and when the need 
is 
obvious to voters, there has been little 
re­ 
luctance to vote the necessary tax levies. 
Governor Hearnes has recommended a lowering 
of the two-thirds level, probably as the result 
of school and metropolitan pressure and per­ 
haps even from a feeling that the present limit is 
too high. 
We cannot quarrel with his views, 
even though we do not share them. 
We do not favor lowering the traditional two- 
thirds level, despite the convenience it might 
offer when needed city or school improvements 
come along. 
There have been times when, 
hoping a bond issue could gain voter approval, 
we have wished to see the limit lowered to 
60 per cent, or even 50 per cent. But, in each 
instance of defeat, it was obvious that voters 
were not thoroughly informed or the need had 
not been sufficiently proved. 
We do not believe the failure of taxing au­ 
thorities to outline capital improvement pro­ 
grams, or the failure of officials to prove the 
need should be overcome by lowering the bond 
lim its. 
We believe those who tax have an ob­ 
ligation to explain and to prove their needs. 
The present two-thirds margin requires this of 
them, and we see no valid reason for changing 
it at this date. 
When the amendment is submitted to the voters, 
we expect to feel the same way.

the mitts disappearing. He pre­ 
vailed upon his brother-in-law, 
a baker, to design a bun to fit 
around the little long meat pro­ 
duct, known in St. Louis in those 
days as a “ Wienerwurst*’.

Wienerwursts 
sold 
by Feucht- 
wanger were manufactured in the 
sausage kitchens of meat proces­ 
sors Tamme and Boepple. 
One story has it that Feucht- 
wanger's 
wife 
actually 
engi­ 
neered the idea of m arrying the 
sausage and the bun. Could be — 
it’s generally conceded that wom­ 
en are better matchmakers than 
men. 
Today spectator sports events 
are synonymous with eating hot 
dogs and it was in 1893, or so the 
story goes, that a Germ an saloon 
keeper, C hris Von der Ahe, owner 
of the St. Louis Browns, baseball 
team, introduced the hot dog as 
“ Fan F a re .”

F B I D irector J . Ed gar Hoover 
has said that the role of the House

been many. 
From 1941 to 1962, 
it made 142 legislative recom ­ 
mendations to Congress. Forty-

Sensing The News

Tht summit meeting between 
President Johnson and Prem ier 
Kosygin of the Soviet Union a l­ 
ready is being hailed by some 
people as a forward step in eas­ 
ing the cold war tensions of r e ­ 
cent weeks. This, clearly, is an 
optim istic view for which there 
is no real supporting evidence. 
It is true, to be sure, that it is 
better for the two superpow­ 
ers to talk than to fight. But the 
American public should not imag­ 
ine that the full, complete story 
of the hlghlevel talks in a small 
New Jersey college town will be 
revealed. 
No one can tell what 
deals or secret understandings 
may 
have 
been 
arrived at by 
Messrs. Johnson and Kosygin. 
Generally 
speaking, 
summit 
talks have not been good for the 
United States. President Roose­ 
velt held a summit meeting with 
Dictator Stalin at Yalta, and the 
tragedy flowing from that meet­ 
ing is still affecting the lives of 
millions of people. Eastern E ur­ 
ope — half of the historic civili­ 
zation from whence Americans 
came — was included in the Rus­ 
sian political empire because of 
Roosevelt's giveaway at Yalta. 
No doubt Mr. Johnson, who has 
a reputation as a tough wheel­ 
er-dealer, is a much better ne­ 
gotiator 
than 
Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
Nevertheless, the possibility of 
secret agreements if frightening. 
The traditional American posi­ 
tion with respect to internation­ 
al agreem ents is that the U. S. 
believes 
in 
open 
agreements 
openly 
arrived 
at. A summit 
meeting, however, is a closed 
meeting. 
The public statements 
issued in its wake surely gives 
no one any information concern­ 
ing what was discussed or agreed 
upon. 
Another 
danger of a summit 
meeting is that it produces in the 
United States a state of euphoria 
--a feeling of well-being, that is. 
Serious conversations between 
heads of state carry the sugges­ 
tion of reasonableness, whereas 
the records show the Russians 
are 
anything 
but 
reasonable. 
Comminists don't regard negoti­ 
ations as a series of straight­ 
forward discussions but as an op­ 
portunity for militant advance to­ 
ward their goals. Communists, 
after all, don't even believe in 
telling 
the 
truth. For 
them, 
“ truth" is simply a handmaid­ 


en of communists interests. 
The American people would be 
wise to bear in mind, in the post- 
summit eia, that the pattern of 
Soviet behavior is settled. This 
October, the Soviet Union will 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the October revolution. The gov­ 
ernm ent of the USSR is made up 
of revolutionaries. 
Kosygin, at 
age 15, joined the Red Army and 
fought in the revolutionary war. 
In the 1930s and 1940s, he was a 
faithful servant of Dictator Stal­ 
in and was made a member of 
the Communist Party's all-pow­ 
erful Central Committee. 
In 
short, Kosygin, like the other 
m embers 
of 
Russia's 
ruling 
team , remains a dedicated com­ 
munist w arrior against the cap­ 
italist vorld. 
These men no 
doubt hope to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the October Rev­ 
olution with a spectacular polit­ 
ical 
victory over 
the 
United 
States, which is the symbol and 
heartland of modern capitalism. 
Americans should never forget 
they live in an era of communist 
challenge and that the enemy is 
stern and ruthless. For the last 
several years, liberals have been 
saying \,hat communism has mel­ 
lowed and that peaceful accom­ 
modation should be reached with 
the Kremlin. The troubles in the 
M iddle East show that the Russian 
bear is the same as before. The 
Soviets continue to foment strife 
and work for disorder. They still 
are trying to deny the West the 
energy resources of the oil-rich 
Middle Eastern countries. 
No, the cold war isn’t over. The 
liberals 
have been wrong, as 
usual. 
From the Middle East to 
the Far East, the Russians are 
trying, as Krushchev said some 
years ago, to “ bury" us. 
This Soviet goal won't be set 
aside by some parlor talk in a 
New Jersey college town or by 
an exchange of toasts. News of 
the latest summit should not be 
allowed, moreover, to deter con­ 
servative, realistic citizens from 
exposing the follies of liberal 
program s, such as recognition 
of Red china or trade therewith. 
The Russian-inspired conflict in 
the Middle East should be held 
up as a true and faithful indica­ 
tion of the real aims and meth­ 
ods of the communists in the 
seventh decade of the 20th cen­ 
tury.

one and a bad one — and 
there may be “ in betweens" — 
m ixtures, cross fertilizations. 
A 
good Inferiority 
complex 
may be a good thing to have. The 
other name for a good Inferior­ 
ity 
Complex is 
modesty -- in 
honor 
preferring 
another — 
sincere humility. 
A bad Inferiority Complex, on 
the other hand is definitely bad 
news. It is the thing that makes 
you wonder if you goofed when you 
should be wondering if you hurt 
someone's feelings. It is the thing 
which makes you afraid to accent 
responsibilities when you have all 
the qualifications lor discharg­ 
ing them. It is that little grem ­ 
lin which prompts you to put your 
worst foot forward. 
And so I say — an Inferiority 
Complex can be good or it can 
be bad — and I suppose either 
tan be streaked with the other. 
We call it a 
blight on person­ 
ality only because those having 
an Inferiority Complex are not 
ordinarily as happy as they might 
be. They are usually tense, with 
so 
much more drive than the 
average person that they are hard 
to keep up with. 
Isn't it interesting to know that 
the really inferior people of this 
world — the Idiots, imbeciles, 
morons, 
dullards —- 
never 
experience 
an Inferiority com­ 
plex? This is a luxury re»erved 
for superior people only. 
Over a century ago the great 
Psychologist, Dr. Alfred Adler, 
described 
the Inferiority Com­ 
plex 
as 
associated with those 
who believed they had anorganic 
or body deficiency. 
In 
later 
years, with the development 
of 
Psychology as 
a 
humanistic 
science, it has come to be ap­ 
plied to all emotional, 
mental, 
and personality deficiencies.But 
Dr. Adler made the point, which 
is widely accepted today, that 
such a person devotes his life to 
COMPENSATING for his attitude 
of inferiority. 
That is —- 
he 
sit Ives in one way or another to 
make up for his deficiency, real 
or Imagined. 
Napoleon, email 
in stature, feeling 
inferior to 
the nobles, conquered them and 
m arried the daughter of an Em­ 
peror. 
The whole living pattern of the 
person with an Inferiority Com­ 
plex is centered in his secretly 
held 
conviction 
that he i» in­ 
terior to other 
people 
in one 
way or another, a fact they must 
never find out; and, his stilving 
to make up for imagined or real 
shortcomings affects his work, 
the wty he dresses, the friinds 
lit 
selects, the 
nature of 
his 
dreams, his 
hero worship, the 
yf 
voice end 1'jOOo 
othsr traits said to com prissthe 
human persor a lit y. 
Whenever tne strands 
of P#r- 
aonalitv are 
woven Into a web 


I am standing here now looking 
over 
a congregation, and a lot 
of you have it. 
You are sitting 
there looking up at me as though 
you had all the poise and power 
in the world. 
But 
behind that 
im penetrable and sophisticated 
countenance may be a shrinking, 
defeated, pathetic, unhappy per­ 
sonality — scared to death of the 
responsbilities of life. And here 
I am facing you every 
Sunday 
scared stiff. Never a Sunday that 
I do not face this 
task 
with 
fear and trembling. 
But that is not the Inferiority 
Complex 
I want to talk 
about 
today. I am talking about a bad 
Inferiority 
Complex which in­ 
variably compensates for itself 
by developing feelings of 
false 
superiority. 
And right there is 
the springboard for much of the 
trouble among people -- to com­ 
pensate for an Inferiority Com­ 
plex 
the average 
person as­ 
sum es 
a false or feigned su­ 
periority. 
The afense of frustration within 
paradea itself as an attitude of 
superiority without. 
A 
hard- 
boiled exterior is built to house 
an inner 
sensitivity. To com­ 
pensate for his inferiority one 
deliberately assume the attitude 
that everyone and 
everything 
around 
him is 
iieneath him. A 
man went to see a psychiatrist 
and was heard to say; “ I can’t 
help it, Doctor, I keep thinking 
my Inferiority Complex is big­ 
ger 
and 
better 
than anybody 
e lse 's." 
Here is that attitude. 
I do not 
have looks, I am not attractive— 
so I will compensate 
for 
my 
deficiency by finding 
fault with 
and remaining aloof from those 
who do. I do not have money — 
so I will compensate by calling 
those who do have it dishonest and 
conniving. I do not have an edu­ 
cation — so I will compensate 
by calling those who do have it — 
sm art alecks 
with more i>ook- 
setise than 
commonsense. 
I 
have not been able to 
im press 
people with my leadership abil­ 
ity -- so I will compensate by 
finding fault with those who do. 
I didn’t realize my ambition to 
become a doctor, lawyer, m is­ 
sionary, 
succcessful 
busi­ 
ness person — so I 
will com­ 
pensate 
by 
doing everything I 
can to undermine those who did. 
I 
do not command the attention 
I crave — >o I will compensate 
by sulking and pouting or “ mak­ 
ing trouble." I am not as reli­ 
gious as l 
ought to be. 
I do 
not love people as I should . . . 
I am not patient and understand­ 
ing — so I will compensate for 
my 
shortcomings 
by 
casting 
aspersions 
on those 
who are. 
I belong to a 
minority 
group. 
I Ho not have broad social ac­ 
ceptance, so I 
assume powers 
that do not belong to me 
with 
which to combat the m ajorities. 
There you are — endless ram ­ 


ifications, complications, impli­ 
cations — among youth, 
adults, 
sensible people, religious peo­ 
ple — rumblings of 
an Infer­ 
iority Complex. 
Now comes the question 
you 
have been waiting to ask • how 
can we effectively deal with an 
Inferiority Complex? There are a 
few general answers — which the 
psychologist 
would give, 
and 
which are good and workable — 
religion has no quarrel with these 
basic suggestions; rather, it en­ 
dorses them. 
Know 
yourself 
realistically, 
ruthlessly, 
impersonally, ob­ 
jectively. 
Just see yourself as 
you are, come to grips with your­ 
self, size up your own abilities. 
Get an honest view of yourself, 
either by yourself, or with ex­ 
pert help. 
All of which 
com­ 
prises what is called self - ac­ 
ceptance, self - identity. 
Then 
realize you are a better person 
than you think you are. You have 
more 
ability than 
you 
ever 
dreamed you had. 
I do not know all of you, but I 
know many of you. 
But I 
will 
guarantee that there is scarcely 
anyone in this congregation who 
is using more than 25% of your 
ability. 
That is not 
my state­ 
ment. That is the statement of a 
renowned 
psychologist. 
Think 
of it - 25%! 
Think 
what this 
serm on might be if I could step 
up 75% right now. 
How about you? You can’t get 
along in your business? 
Your 
home? You can’t go out and do the 
things you want to do? You can’t 
rear your children 
right? You 
can’t solve your problems? You 
can’t 
make ends meet? 
The 
psychologists say it is because; 
you do not 
know yourself, you 
have never seen yourself, 
you 
have never gotten acquainted with 
yourself . . .you have never real­ 
ized your 
potential, you 
have 
never put your abilities to work. 
Now that is the 
self - accep­ 
tance and self - therapy sugges­ 
tion of spychology. But religion 
goes psychology one 
better. It 
goes beyond 
self - help to Sa­ 
viour - help man - help to God- 
help, self - acceptance to C hrist- 
acceptance. 
And tliat is really 
the only excuse for this sermon 
today. 
Don’t ever get 
the 
idea that 
because I am a student of psy­ 
chology - and that I preach it — 
I am convinced it offers the final 
answer to life’s problem s. Mo­ 
dern psychology is to the solu­ 
tion of life’s problems, the same 
way a knife and fork are to the 
satisfying of 
physical 
hunger. 
People who sneer at any knowl­ 
edge 
of 
psychology 
corres­ 
pond to the 
same 
people who 
would sneer at the use of table­ 
ware for the feeding of the body. 
Modern psychology offers some 
pretty useful tools — but it does 
not 
provide the food . . . . They 
make the food easier to handle 
— easier 
to 
digest, and freer 
of germ s. Someone has 
said; 
“ Practicing psychiatry without 
faith in God is 
like meeting a 
hungry and 
thirsty man in the 
desert and giving him a tooth­ 
pick." 
There is one cure — one real 
solution to an Inferiority Com­ 
plex. 
A religious cure, a re­ 
ligious solution and sometimes 
it must 
be 
m inistered rather 
drastically. And, if the disease 
persists long enough, life usually 
gets around to using that dras­ 
tic measure. Sometimes it takes 
a 
psychological shock treat­ 
ment to cut a man down to size, 
to deflate his ego, to turn him 
away from 
himself, from 
his 
sins. 
But a mere shock is not enough. 
It would only cause him to hold 
his ego more tightly, to 
nurse 
his wounds in self - pity. 
It 
must be a kind of shock, acci­ 
dent, sickness, 
disappointment, 
or loss that will send him running 
away from himself to seek God’s 
healing not in self - pity but in 
self - investment. 
Many of us can witness to these 
psychological shock treatm ents. 
The real 
test is -- where they 
send us when they come — back 
into our shell to sulk, to sour, to 
lick our wounds in self-p ity , re­ 
sentment, bitterness. 
Never make fun of people who 
run to God in trouble. 
Where 
else 
should they go? 
It took a 
soul - shaking 
to change 
a 
proud, arrogant Jew, namedSaul, 
into an obedient, self - confident 
servant of Christ, named Paul. It 
may take a “ soul - shaking" to 
send you to C hrist. But, please 
God, save us from this neces­ 
sity, and 
save us from waiting 
until it happens to learn our les­ 
son. 
There is a better alternative 
which does not remove the possi­ 
bility and eventuality of shocks 
to the soul, but when they do come, 
this cure can act as a 
“ shock 
ab so rb er," a 
cushion to soften 
and given redemptive meaning to 
the blow. That alternative is; Get 
and 
keep a sense of the pres­ 
ence of 
Jesus 
C hrist — not 
only as a present cure, but as a 
future 
preventive —- innocu- 
lation. 
The pathos of the new theologies 
is the relegation of 
Jesus 
to 
Limbo . . . man no longer needs 
a Savious. Do you realize what 
I am preaching 
today is 
con­ 
sidered in many theological cir­ 
cles to be out - dated, 
old- 
fashioned, passe. 
I 
heard 
a 
m inister of another denomination 
call it superstitious mythologi­ 
cal crap. 
Do not think of Jesus as some 
mythical 
figure far removed 
from 
contemporary 
living — 
some 
figure enshrined in a 
stained 
glass window or in some 
statuary. 
He says; “ LO, I AM 
WITH YOU." This means now, 
and always - today, tomorrow, in 
your business, school, social re­ 
lationships - your bufferzone, in­ 
sulation. The most powerful re­ 
ligious promise to man is that 
Jesus Christ wants to compan­ 
ion 
each of us as 
a Saviour, 
Healer, 
Guardian angel, elder 


brother. 
When a person really 
accepts 
Him on that basis, he 
loses his tear, 
his 
sense of 
inadequacy. 
He loses 
his in­ 
ferior 
feelings. He loses 
his 
doubts about himself. 
I have had people say to me; 
“ Preacher, you say the strang­ 
est things. I have never known 
Jesus that way. He, to me, is a 
good Idea, an ideal, an example, 
a 
vague figure of history. You 
talk as though he were alive, and 
here, and real. 
HE IS! 
“ Lo, I 
am with you alw ays." Not as an 
idea, a philosophy, a creed, an 
ethic 
but as a Saviour, 
Com­ 
panion, Lord. 
Suppose Jesus were to come to 
the end of your pew now and say; 
“ You 
came 
into 
this church 
alone, but I am going 
out with 
you and walk with you." But you 
demur; 
But I am worried, sin­ 
ful, 
moody, 
quick tempered, 
jealous, 
egotistical. 
I 
have 
hates, biases. He 
says; 
“ not 
any more, for I am going with 
you and help fight these battles 
for you. 
And you will look up 
into 
His face and believe Him. 
As you sense 
His power, fear 
will leave you. 
You will reach 
out 
and 
grasp His hand 
and 
walk 
away in His presense. 
I read a 
wonderful article in 
one of our Church School maga­ 
zines on “ The New Day." May 
I share a brief paragraph with 
you and particularly the 
last 
sentence? “ We have now moved 
into the space age, which is 
a 
wondrous 
age. 
But it is also 
an age posing new problems and 
possibilities for being human. It 
is an age of mechanization and 
technology and urbanization. It is 
an age of increasing population, 
an amazing mixing of 
cultures 
and 
life - styles. 
There are 
many dehumanizing 
influences 
at work in the world. Our val­ 
ues are being called into ques­ 
tion. 
New problems in 
human 
relations 
confront us. We have 
decisions to make on many lev­ 
els, 
decisions which force us 
to examine our values 
and our 
philosophies of life. 
We 
are 
called to be responsible citizens 
in a world in which curcial issues 
must be dealt with; the individual 
citizen must feel a personal in­ 
volvement in m atters which once 
seemed far removed from in. In 
such a time we need a new man 
for a new day." 
I 
accept the new day. In that 
sense I accept the new theology. 
I accept the new man for the new 
day. But I 
want to be certain 
THE MAN is THE NEW MAN. And 
I don’t know, and I 
am certain 
the theologians, the 
educators, 
the scientists, the 
secularists 
don’t know how to make contem­ 
porary man into that new man. I 
am 
still naive, still Christian, 
still old - fashioned enough to 
believe 
— 
ONLY 
JESUS 
CHRIST coming into man’s life, 
living and abiding with him can 
do that, and I want Him for my­ 
self. I want Him for you, and all 
men everywhere. I want to be a 
“ new m an." I want you to be­ 
come “ new creatures in C hrist." 
I will never outgrow 
that pas­ 
sion. You wiTl never educate it, 
“ new day" or “ new theologize" 
it out of me. 
Now, would you like a copy of 
this sermon to take home with 
you? 
All right, 
here it is in 
a capsule. 
Write these 
words 
on the canvass of your soul from 
an old hymn, the setting of which 
we have outgrown but not these 
words; 
And He walks with me and He 
talks with me 
And He tells me I am His own

HUSBAND'S TENDERNESS

A 
husband's love and under­ 
standing can help a woman over­ 
come the inevitable fear, anxiety 
and depression that 
follow re ­ 
moval of a cancerous 
breast. 
This is the view of surgeon Dr. 
Clinton V. Ervin, J r., who told 
physicians 
attending 
a recent 
medical meeting here that 
he 
discusses with her husband the 
emotional problems a woman is 
likely to experience while she is 
still hospitalized, and enlists the 
husband in her therapy. 
Dr. Ervin teaches the 
husband 
how to massage his wife’s arm , 
since edema is often a problem 
following 
this operation. More 
important 
than the relief m as­ 
saging brings, according to the 
physician, is the fact that 
it 
brings the two close 
together 
physically allowing the husband 
to 
become accustomed 
to the 
wife’s ‘deformity.’ 
“ It is difficult to touch a wom­ 
an without loving h er," Dr. Ervin 
believes, “ or love her 
without 
touching h er." 
If the wife will 
not let her 
husband 
massage 
her arm , or if he is 
reluctant 
to, then there is trouble in the 
m arriage. 
Convincing the husband that his 
wife is the same woman he always 
loved, if there has been love be­ 
tween them, is the key to resto r­

feminity,

maintains.

Kosygin of the Soviet Union al­ 
ready is being hailed by some 
People aa a forward step In eas­ 
ing the cold war tensions of re ­ 
cent weeks. This, clearly, is an 
optimistic view for which there 
la no real supporting evidence. 
U Is (me, to be sure, that it Is 
better for the two superpow- 
ers to talk than to fight. But the 
American public should not Imag­ 
ine that the full, complete story 
of the hlghlevel talks In a small 
New Jersey college town will I* 
revealed. 
No one can tell what 
deals or secret understandings 
may 
have 
been arrived at by 
M essrs. Johnson and Kosygin. 
Generally 
speaking, 
summit 
talks have not been good for the 
United States. President Roose­ 
velt held a summit meeting with 
Dictator stalin at Yalta, and the 
tragedy flowing from but meet­ 
ing is still affecting the lives of 
millions of peoplo. Pastern Eur­ 
ope -- half of the historic ctvill- 
r at ion from whence Americans 
came -- was Included IntheRus­ 
sian political empire because of 
Roosevelt^ giveaway at Yalta. 
No doubt Mr Johnson, who has 
a reputation as a tough wheel- 
er-de.der, is a much letter ne­ 
gotiator 
than Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
Nevertheless, tho possible\ of 
secret agreements lf frightening. 
The traditional American posi­ 
tion with respect to Internation­ 
al agreements Is that the U. S, 
believes 
U 
open agreements 
openly 
arrived at. A summit 
meeting, however, Is a closed 
meeting. 
The public statements 
Issued In Its wake surely gives 
no one any information concern­ 
ing what was discussed or agreed 
upon. 
Another 
danger of a summit 
meeting Is that It produces in tbs 
United states a state of euphoria 
--a feeling of well-being, that Is. 
Serious conversations between 
heeds of state carry the sugges­ 
tion of reasonableness, whereas 
the records show the Russians 
are anything but 
reasonable. 
Com rn In lids don't regard negoti­ 
ations as s series of straight­ 
forward discussions but as an op­ 
portunity for militant advance to­ 
ward their goals, Communists, 
after all, don't even believe in 
telling 
the 
truth. For 
them, 
“ truth** is simply a handmaid­ 


en of communists interests. 
The American people would be 
wise to bear In mind, In the post­ 
al! rn rn It eta, that the pattern of 
Soviet behavior is settled. This 
October, the Soviet Union will 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the October revolution. The gov­ 
ernment of the USSR Is made up 
of revolutionaries. 
Kosygin, st 
age IS, Joined the Red Army and 
fought In the revolutionary war. 
In the 1930s and 1940s, he was s 
faithful servant of Dictator Stal­ 
in and was made a member of 
the Communist Party's all-pow­ 
erful Central Committee. 
In 
short, Kosygin, like the other 
members 
of Russia's 
ruling 
team, remains a dedicated com­ 
munist warrior against the cap­ 
italist world. 
These men no 
doubt hope to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the October Rev­ 
olution with s spectacular poin­ 
te el 
victory over 
the 
United 
Stites, which Is the symbol and 
heartland of modem capitalism. 
Americans should never forget 
they live In an ere of communist 
challenge and that the enemy is 
stern and ruthless. For the last 
several years, liberals ha vt been 
say fang Out communism has mel­ 
lowed and that peaceful accom­ 
modation should be reached with 
the Kremlin. The troubles Inthe 
M tddle East show that the Russian 
bear la the same as before 
The 
Soviets continue to foment strife 
and work for disorder. They still 
ere trying to deny the West the 
energy resources of the oil-rich 
Middle Eastern countries.

Inferiority Complexes — a 
good 
one end a bad one — and 
there may he “ In betweens" — 
mixtures, cross fertilizations. 
A 
good Inferiority Complex 
may be a good thing to have. The 
other name for a good Inferior­ 
ity Complex Is 
modesty — in 
honor 
preferring another — 
sincere humility. 
A bad inferiority Complex, on 
the other hand is definitely bed 
news. it u the thing that makes 
you wonder lf you goofed when you 
should be wondering if you hurt 
someone's feelings. It Is the thing 
which makes you afraid totccent 
responsibilities when you lu vt all 
the qualifications tor discharg­ 
ing them. It Is that little grem­ 
lin which prompts you to put your 
worst foot forward. 
And so I say — an inferiority 
Complex can be good or U cen 
be had — and I suppose either 
can tie streaked with the other. 
We call It a blight on person­ 
ality only because those having 
an Inferiority Complex ire not 
ordinarily as happy as they might 
lie. They are usually tense, with 
so 
much more drive than the 
average person that they ire hard 
to keep up with. 
Isn't it Interesting to know that 
the really Inferior people of this 
world — Hie idiots, imbeciles, 
morons, 
dullards — 
never 
experience an Inferiority com­ 
plex? This Is a luxury reserved 
for superior people only. 
Over a century afd the great 
Psychologist. Dr. Alfred Aditr, 
described the Inferiority Com­ 
plex 
as 
associated with those 
who believed they had anorganic 
or body deficiency. 
In 
later 
years, with the development of 
Psychology as 
s 
humanistic 
science, It has come to be ap­ 
plied to all emotional, 
mental, 
and personality deflclenclss.But 
Dr. Adler made the point, which 
Is widely accepted today, that 
such a person devotes his life to 
COMPENSATING for hts attitude 
of Inferiority, That la — 
he 
■ti Ives Iii one way or another to 
make up for his deficiency, real 
or Imagined. 
Napoleon, email 
In stature, feeling 
Inferior to 
Hie nobles, conquered them and 
m arried the daughter of an Em­ 
peror. 
The whole living pattern of the 
pet sun with an Inferiority Com­ 
plex is centered in his secretly 
held 
conviction 
that lie Is in­ 
terior to other people 
In one 
wsy or another, a fact they must 
never find out; and, his stilvlng 
to makt up for Imaginer) or real 
shortcomings affects his work, 
the viy he dresser, the friends 
selects, Hie 
nature of 
hi* 
dreams, his 
hero worship, the 
quality of his voice, and I?,OOO 
Othei traits said to comprise the 
human pereorality. 
Whenever ut- Miranda 
of per­ 
sonality are woven Into a wet, 


I am standing here now looking 
over a congregation, and a lot 
of you have It. 
You are sitting 
there looking up at me as though 
you had all the poise and power 
In the world. But 
behind that 
im penetrable and sophisticated 
countenance may be a shrinking, 
defeated, pathetic, unhappy per­ 
sonality — scared to death of the 
responsbtlities of life. And here 
I am facing you every Sunday 
scared stiff. Never a Sunday that 
I do not face this 
task 
with 
fear and trembling. 
But that is not the Inferiority 
Complex 
I want to talk about 
today. I am talking about a bed 
Inferiority Complex which In­ 
variably compensates for itself 
by developing feelings of false 
superiority. 
And right there Is 
the springboard for much of the 
trouble among people — to com­ 
pensate for an Inferiority Com­ 
plex 
the average 
person as­ 
sumes a false or feigned su­ 
periority. 
The Manse of frustration within 
parades Itself as an attitude of 
superiority without. 
A 
hard­ 
boiled exterior Is built to house 
an Inner 
sensitivity. To com­ 
pensate for hts Inferiority one 
deliberately assume lite attitude 
that everyone and 
everything 
around 
him Is 
I*neath him. A 
man went to see a psychiatrist 
and Wit heard to say: "I can't 
help It, Doctor, I keep thinking 
my Inferiority Complex Is big* 
ger and better 
than anybody 
else's," 
Here Is that attitude. 
I do not 
have looks, I am not attractive— 
ae I will comiieitaato 
for Mf 
deficiency by finding 
fault with 
and remaining aloof from those 
who do, I do not have money — 
so I will compensate by calling 
those who do have it dishonest and 
conniving. I do not have an edu­ 
cation — so I will compensate 
by calling those who do have it — 
amar! alecks with more hook- 
sense than 
commonsense. 
I 
have not been able to Impress 
people with my leadership abil­ 
ity — so I will compensate by 
finding fault with those who do. 
I didn't realize my ambition to 
become a doctor, lawyer, mis­ 
sionary, 
successful busi­ 
ness person — so I will com­ 
pensate by doing everything I 
can to undermine those who did, 
I 
do not command the attention 
I crave — *o I will compensate 
by sulking and pouting or “ mak­ 
ing trouble." I am not as reli­ 
gious as I 
ought to be. 
I do 
not love people aa I should . , . 
I am not patient and understand­ 
ing — so I will compensate for 
my 
shortcomings 
by 
casting 
aspersions on those 
who are. 
I belong to a 
minority 
group. 
I do not have broad social ac­ 
ceptance, so I assume powers 
that do not belong to me with 
which to combat the majorities. 
Ttere you are — endless ram­ 


ifications, complications, impli­ 
cations — among youth, 
adults, 
sensible people, religious peo­ 
ple — rumblings of an Infer­ 
iority Complex. 
Now comes the question you 
have been waiting to ask - how 
can we effectively deal with an 
Inferiority Complex? There are a 
few general answers — which the 
psychologist 
would give, 
and 
which are good and workable — 
religion has no quarrel with these 
basic suggestions; rather, It en­ 
dorses them. 
Know 
yourself 
realistically, 
ruthlessly, 
Impersonally, ob­ 
jectively. Just see yourself as 
you are, come to grips with your­ 
self; size up your own abilities. 
Get an honest view of yourself, 
either by yourself, or with ex­ 
pert help. 
All of which 
com­ 
prises what is called self - ac­ 
ceptance, self - identity. 
Then 
realize you are a better person 
than you think you are. You have 
more ability than 
you 
ever 
dreamed you had. 
I do not know aU of you, but I 
know many of you. But I will 
guarantee that there is scarcely 
anyone In this congregation who 
Is using m ort than 15% of your 
ability. 
That ta not 
my state­ 
ment. That Is the statement of a 
renowned psychologist. 
Think 
of It - 25 %l 
Think 
what this 
sermon might be lf I could step 
up 75% right now. 
How about you? You can't get 
along in your business? 
Your 
home? You can’t go out and do the 
things you want to do? You can't 
rear your children 
right? You 
can't solve your problems? You 
can't 
make ends meet? 
The 
psychologists say It Is because: 
you do not 
know yourself, you 
have never seen yourself, 
you 
have never gotten acquainted with 
yourself. . .you have never real­ 
ized your potential, you have 
never put your abilities to work. 
Now that Is the 
self - accep­ 
tance and self • therapy sugges­ 
tion of spychology. But religion 
goes psychology one 
tetter. It 
goes beyond 
self • help to Sa­ 
viour - help man - help to Goet­ 
he lp, self • acceptance toChrlst- 
acceptance. 
And that Is really 
the only excuse for this sermon 
today. 
Don't ever get 
the 
Idea that 
because I am a student of psy­ 
chology - ami that I preach it — 
I am convinced It offers the final 
answer to life's problems. Mo­ 
dern psychology is to the solu­ 
tion of life's problems, the same 
way a knife and fork are to the 
satisfy ing of physical hunger. 
People who sneer at any knowl­ 
edge 
of 
psychology corres­ 
pond to the 
same people who 
would sneer at the use of table­ 
ware for the feeding of the body. 
Modem psychology offers some 
pretty useful tools — but It does 
not provide the food . . . . They 
make the food easier to handle 
— easier 
to digest, end freer 
of germs. Someone has 
said: 
“ Practicing psychiatry without 
(kith in God Is 
Uke meeting a 
hungry and thirsty man In the 
desert and giving him a tooth­ 
pick.** 
There is one cure — one real 
solution to an Inferiority Com­ 
plex. 
A religious cure, a re­ 
ligious solution and sometimes 
it must be 
ministered rather 
drastically. And, if the disease 
persists long enough, life usuaUy 
gets around to using that dras­ 
tic measure. Sometimes It takes 
a 
psychological shock treat­ 
ment to cut a man down to size, 
to deflate his ego, to turn him 
away from 
himself, from 
his 
sins. 
But a mere shock Is not enough. 
It would only cause him to hold 
his ego more tightly, to nurse 
his wounds in self - pity. 
It 
must be a kind of shock, acci­ 
dent, sickness, 
disappointment, 
or loss that will send him running 
away from himself to seek God's 
healing not In self • pity but In 
self - Investment. 
Many of us can witness to these 
psychological shock treatments. 
The real 
test Is — where they 
send us when they come — beck 
into our shell to sulk, to sour, to 
lick our wounds in self-pity, re­ 
sentment, bitterness. 
Never make fun of people who 
run to God In trouble. 
Where 
else 
should they go? It took a 
soul - shaking 
to clung* 
a 
proud, arrogant Jew, namedSaul, 
into an obedient, self • confident 
servant of Christ, named Paul. It 
may take a “ soul - shaking" to 
send you to Christ. But, please 
God, save us from this neces­ 
sity, end save im from waiting 
until it happens to learn our les­ 
son. 
There Is a tetter alternative 
which does not remove the possi­ 
bility and eventuality of shocks 
to the soul, but when they do come, 
thla cure eta am aa a 
“ shock 
absorber," a 
cushion to soften 
and given redemptive meaning to 
the blow. That alternative is; Get 
and 
keep a sense of the pres­ 
ence of Jesus Christ — not 
only as a present cure, but as a 
future 
preventive — tnnocu- 
lation. 
The pathos of the new theologies 
is the relegation of jesus 
to 
Limbo . . . man no longer needs 
a Savlous. Do you realize what 
I am preaching today is 
con­ 
sidered in many theological cir­ 
cles to be out • dated, 
old­ 
fashioned, passe, 
I heard 
a 
minister of another denomination 
call It superstitious mythologi­ 
cal crap. 
Do not think of jesus as some 
mythical 
figure far removed 
from 
contemporary 
living — 
some 
figure enshrined In a 
stained 
glass window or in some 
statuary. 
He says: “ LO, I AM 
WITH YOU." This meanh now, 
and always - today, tomorrow, In 
your business, school, social re­ 
lationships - your bufferzone, In­ 
sulation. The most powerful re­ 
ligious promise to man is that 
Jesus Christ wants to compan­ 
ion etch cd us as 
a saviour, 
Healer, 
Guardian angel, elder 


brother. 
When a person really 
accepts 
Him on that tests, he 
loses his fear, 
his sense of 
Inadequacy. 
He loses 
his In­ 
ferior 
feelings. He loses 
his 
doubts about himself. 
I have had people say to me: 
“ Preacher, you say the strang­ 
est things. I have never known 
Jesus that way. He, to me, is a 
good idea, an ideal, an example, 
a 
vague figure of history. You 
talk as though he were alive, and 
here, and real. 
HE IS! “ Lo, I 
am with you always." Not as an 
Idea, a philosophy, a creed, an 
ethic but as a Saviour, 
Com­ 
panion, Lord. 
Suppose Jesus were to come to 
the end of your pew now and say: 
“ You 
came 
Into this church 
alone, but I am going out with 
you and walk with you." But you 
demur: 
But I am worried, sin­ 
ful, 
moody, 
quick tempered, 
jealous, 
egotistical. 
I have 
hates, biases. He says: 
“ not 
any more, for I am going with 
you and help fight these tellies 
for you. 
And you will look up 
Into His face and believe Him. 
As you sense His power, fear 
will leave you. 
You will reach 
out 
and grasp His hand and 
walk 
away In His presense. 
I read a 
wonderful article In 
one of our Church School maga­ 
zines on “ The New Day." May 
I share a brief paragraph with 
you and particularly the 
last 
sentence? “ We have now moved 
Into the space age, which Is a 
wondrous age. But It Is also 
an age posing new problems and 
possibilities for being human. It 
is sn age of mechanization and 
technology and urbanization, (t Is 
an ace of increasing population, 
an amazing mixing of cultures 
and 
life - styles. 
There are 
many dehumanizing 
Influences 
at work in the world. Our val­ 
ues are being called Into ques­ 
tion. 
New problems In human 
relations 
confront us. We have 
decisions to make on many lev­ 
els, 
decisions which force us 
to examine our values 
and our 
philosophies of life. 
We 
are 
called to be responsible citizens 
in a world In which curclal Issues 
must be dealt with; the Individual 
citizen must feel a personal In­ 
volvement In matters which once 
seemed far removed from in. In 
such a time we need a new man 
for a new day.** 
I accept toe new day. la to n 
aense I accept the new theology. 
I accept the new man for the new 
day. But I 
want to be certain 
THE MAN Is THE NEW MAN. And 
I don't know, and I am certain 
the theologians, the educators, 
the scientists, the secularists 
don't know how to make contem­ 
porary man Into that new man. I 
am 
still naive, still Christian, 
still old - fashioned enough to 
believe 
— 
ONLY 
JESUS 
CHRIST coming Into man's life, 
living and abiding with him can 
do that, and I want Him for my­ 
self. I want Him for you, ami all 
men everywhere. I want to be a 
“ new man." I want you to be­ 
come “ new creatures In Christ." 
I "J]I never outgrow 
that pas­ 
sion. You win never educate it. 
“ new day" or “ new theologize" 
it out of me. 
Now, would you like a copy of 
this sermon to take home with 
you? 
AII right, 
here it is in 
a capsule. 
Write these words 
on the canvass of your soul from 
an old by rn n, the setting of which 
we have outgrown but not these 
words: 
And He walks with me and He 
talks with me 
And He tells me I am Hts own
